When our summer yearling show bull went 
lame we went to the back barn and got Oakwood 
Gambler — unfitted — just a rugged, red-meated 
bull.

We do not consider him one of the best show 
bull prospects we’ve ever owned, but he is so right 
where so many bulls are so wrong that we feel he 
has a particular place in our breeding program.

Fun- 
damentally, this difference will make one herd successful 
in the continuous production of top cattle while others 
are not.
